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THE DESTRUCTION BY FIRE 
OF THE GRAND THEATRE, 
ISLINGTON.

: terrible holocaust 
we depicted at the 

Exeter Theatre, Eighteen Hund- 
red and Eighty-seven’ saw yet 
another large playhouse burnt 
down before it expired. But, very 
fortunately, there has been no loss 
of human life in connection with the destruction 
of the Islington Grand Theatre, shortly after the 
performance of the pantomime on Wednesday 
night, the Twenty-eighth of December. One of 
the most estimable of London Managers, Mr. 
Charles Wilmot has deservedly elicited the hearty 
sympathy of the public with him in the great loss 
he has sustamed. With his trusty Manager, Mr. 
H. A. Freeman, Mr. Wilmot has from the first 
conducted the Islington Grand in an upright and 
honourable, as well as most enterprising, manner ; 
and he well merits our best wishes that he may 
speedily recover what he has lost, in the new and 
safe theatre which is to rise on the ashes of the 
Grand, and is already announced to be completed 
and opened by Easter Monday next. Sharp work !

'The Grand Theatre—built at a cost of £16,000 
ou the site of the Philharmonic, destroyed by 
n Sept. 6, 1882-—was burnt down in a few 
e early morning of Thursday, Dec. 29.

Of course, 
akhough he was an experienced officer, he was 
considerably handicapped in his endeavours, 
having to run out the length of hose and likewise 
set the hydrant in motion to feed himself at the 
same time. The work of getting the apparatus 
into action was of only a few minutes’ duration, 
but, notwithstanding, the whole of the scenery in 
the meantime had become involved, and despite 
his efforts to check the flames they burst forth 
into the body of the theatre with alarming 
rapidity and increasing fierceness. 

Mr. Freeman, the energetic manager, was 
called from next door, when he rushed 
through the stage-door and dashed along the 
corridors on to the stage, where he found the 
fireman bravely combatting with the flames. 
Furlong exclaimed, ** Mr. Freeman, the house is 
on fire, and I can’t check it. I will run and give

the alarm." He rushed from the building with 
Mr. Freeman, who was raising an alarm and 
crying for help to rescue the inmates of the 
pavilion, comprising Mr. Wilmot's family, con- 
sisting of his wife, two daughters, and two sons, 
the five persons being in bed at the time. Mr. 
Wilmot himself was about to follow their 
example. At the same time two constables named 
Thomas and O'Brien, 238 and 281 G, observed 
flames, and on hastening to the front of the 
theatre they, with the assistance of a gentleman, 
obtained a ladder, by means of which the Wilmot 
family descended into the street. 
* * ‘ * * 

The fire lay right in the centre of a great block 
of model dwellings, known as Myddleton-build- 
ings, and as the flames travelled from the stage, 
and attacked the other portions of the premises, 
the effect was extremely imposing, the roof, as 
it gave way, sending up clouds of burning 
embers, which, by the strong easterly wind 
which was biowing, were carried half-way down 
Pentonville-hill, to the danger of ዜ number of 
houses 19 the immediate vicinity. Meanwhile the 
fire travelled south and attacked the gallery, and 
by half-past two o’clock the gallery, dress-circle, 
and amphitheatre, as well as the dressing-rooms, 
were one flaming mass. The effect of the water 
coming in contact with the walls, which were by 
this time the only part of the building left, 
caused the embers to literally pour down on the 
crowds, which were sufficient to necessitate the 
presence of over 200 police-constables, under 
Superintendent Hunt, assisted by Inspectors 
Burnham and Daybell. At three o'clock the fire 
had all but burnt itself out, and the firemen, 
who had worked with commendable skill, were 
able to advance with the hose into the various 
entrances, and play on the burning foundation. 
From inquiries made, there appears little doubt 
that the fire resulted from an explosion of gas. 
Though the auditorium was lighted by elec- 
tricity, gas was used on the stage, and it is 
supposed that an escape occurred in the ** flies,"* 
and, coming in contact with one of the small 
pilot lights left burning, an explosion ensued. 
The description given by the fireman Furlong of 
his first sight of the flames confirms this view. 
The disaster makes it clear that two or more 
firemen should be always on guard at night, and 
that there should be telephonic communication 
with the nearest fire-station ; in addition to the 
obviously necessary safeguards of a ‘‘ drencher”’ 
and an iron curtain. ፡

One particularly sad feature of the fire was thus 
summed up in Captain Shaw's report :—‘‘ Blue- 
yard, Duncan-terrace, occupied by the London 
General Omnibus Company, stables and contents

SKATING IN TEE NEW YEAR. 

Just as the church bells were ringing in the 
New Year a change took place in the tempera- 
ture, and it became colder, until a minimum of - 
24 degrees, or 8 degrees of frost, was reached at 
the Receiving House, Hyde Park ; of 9 degrees 
of frost at Regent’s Park; of 11 degrees at 
Highgate; of 12 degrees at Hendon; of 10 
degrees in the S.E. district; and of 14 degrees 
of frost on the grass around London. The effect 
on Sunday morning was extraordinary. So 
thickly did the hoar frost lie on roofs of houses, 
grass, trees, roads, shrubs, and evergreens, that 
the general impression was that snow had fallen 
during the night. 'The ice in the parks which, 
late on Saturday, was condemned as dangerous, 
had became solidified and strong, and lovers of 
skating perceived in the great change fair prospect 
of indulging in their favourite pastime.

All the ornamental waters, except those of the 
Long Water and Serpentine, had skaters and 
sliders on them on Sunday; and the sport was 
enjoyed heartily by many thousands, the bracing 
atmosphere adding immensely to the pleasure of 
continued spins on the glassy surface.

Whitfield's Mount Pond, in the 
centre of the heath, afforded excellent amusement 
to several hundreds of boys, who, not having 
mastered the science of skating, confined them- 
selves to sliding, and the same remark applied to 
the Hare and Billet Pond at the entrance to Black- 
heath Village.

Sxatine is one of those things they certainly 
do manage better in France. Writing on the 
90th ult., the chatty Paris Correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph said: “'The skaters have been 
busy during the past day or two, and they are 
naturally apprehensive that the pastime which 
they have been enjoying with so much zest may, 
if sweet, prove to be short-lived.

ADRIFT IN THE ANTARCTIC OCEAN. 


My name is Adam More. I am the son of Henry 
More, apothecary, Keswick, Cumberland. I was 
mate of the ship Trevelyan (Bennet, master), which 
was chartered by the British Go t to convey 
convicts to Van የሰመጠ Land. was in 1845. 
We made our voyage without any casualty, landed 
our convicts in Hobart Town, and thea set forth ou 
our return home. It was 7 when. we left. 
From the first adverse winds prevailed, and in order 
to make any progress we were obliged to keep well to 
the south. At length, on Jan. 6, we sighted 
Desolation Island. e found it, indeed, a desolute 
spot. In its vicinity we saw a multi of smaller 
islands, perso a thousand in number, which made 
navigation difficult, and forced us to hurry away as 
fast as possible. But the aspect of this spot 
was of itself enough to repel us. There were no 
trees, and the multitude of is seemed like moss- 
covered rocks; while the temperature, though in the 
midde of the Antarctic summer, was from 38 to 
68 deg. Fahr. 

In order to get rid of these dangerous islands, we 
Stood south and west, and at length found ourselves 
in south latitude 65 deg., meld 60 deg. 6850. We 
were fortunate enough not to find y ice, although 
we were within 1500 miles of the South Pole, and far 
within that impenetrable icy barrier which in 1773 
had arrested the progress of Captain Cook. Here the 
wind failed us, and we lay and drifting. 
The sea was open all around us, except to the south- 
east, where there was a low line along the horizon 
terminating in a lofty gomonery: but though it 
looked like land, we took it for ice. All around us 
whales and grampuses were gambolling and spouting 
in vast numbers. ‘lhe weather was remarkably fiue 
and clear. 

For two or three days the calm continued, and we 
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drifted along helplessly, until at length we found 
ourselves within a few miles of the promontory above 
mentioned. It looked like land, and seemed to be a 
rocky island rising from the depths of the sea. It 
was, however, all covered with ice and snow, and 
from this there extended eastward, as far as the eye 
could reach, an interminable line of ice; but toward 
the south-west the sea seemed open to navigation. 
The promontory was very singular in shape, rising 
up to a peak which was at least a thousand feet-in 
height, and forming a striking object, easily dis- 
covered and readily identified by any future explorer. 
We named it, after our ship, Trevelyan Peak, and 
then felt anxious to lose sight of it for ever. But 
the calm continued, and at length we drifted in close 
enough to see immense flocks of seals dotting the ice 
at the foot of the peak. 

Upon this I proposed to Agnew, the second mate, 
that we should go ashore, shoot some seals, and brin 
them back. This was partly for the excitement ዐ 
the hunt, and partly for the honour of landing in a 
place never before trodden by the foot of man. 
Captain Bennet made some objections; but he was 
old and cautious, and we were young and venture- 
some, so we Jaughed away his scruples and set forth. 
We did not take any of the crew, owing to the 
captain’s objections. He said that if we chose to 
throw away our own lives he could not help it, but 
that he would positively refuse to allow a single man 
to go with us. We thought this refusal an excess of 
caution amounting to positive cowardice, but were 
unable to change his mind. ‘The distance was not 
great, the adventure was attractive, and so the 
Captain's gig was lowered, aud in this Agnew and I 
rowed ashore. We took with us a double-barrelled 
rifle apiece, and also a pistol. Agnew took a glass. 

We rowed for about three miles, and reached the 
edge of the ice, which extended far out from the 

montory. Here we landed, and secured the boat 

y means of a small grappling-iron, which we 
thrust into the ice. We then walked toward the 
Promontory for about a mile, and here we found a 
multitude of seals. These animals were so fearless 
that they made not the slightest movement as we 
came up, but stared at us in an indifferent way. 
We killed two or three, and then debated whether 
to go to the promontory or not. Agnew was eager 
te go, so as to touch the actual rock; but I was 
satisfied with what we had done, and was now 
desirous of returning. In the midst of this I felt a 
fluke of snow on my cheek. 1 started and looked 
up. To my great surprise, I saw that the sky had 
changed since I had last noticed it. When we left 
the ship it was clear and blue, but now it was over- 
Spread with dark, leaden-coloured clouds, and the 
Snowflakes that had fallen were ominous of evil. A 
Snowstorm here, in the vicinity of the ice, was too 
Serious a thing to be disregarded. But one course 


now remained, and that was an immediate return to | 


the ship. 


Each of us seized a seal and dragged it after us to 


the boat. We reached it and flung them in. Just 
at that moment a gun sounded over the water. It 
Was from the ship—the sigual of alarm—the summons 
from the captain for our return. We saw now that 
ጾከ6 had been drifting since we left her, amd had 
Moved south-west several miles. The row back 
Promised to be far harder than the pull ashore, and 
What was worse, the wind was coming up, the sea 
Was rising, and the snow was thi . Neither 
Of us said a word. We saw that our situation was 
Very serious, and that we had | Nar: 
"t words were useless now. ‘The only thing to 
done was to pull for the ship with all our strength, 
and that was what we did. 

0 we pushed off, and rowed as we had never 
Towed before. Our progress was difficult. ‘I'he sea 
Erew steadily rougher; the wind increased ; the snow 
thickened; and, worst of all, the day was drawing to 
ü close, We had miscalculated both as to distance 
and time. Even if it had continued calm, we should 

ave had to row back in the dark; but now the sun 
ec setting, and with the coming darkness we 
ናሞ to encounter the gathering storm and the 
linding snow. We rowed in silence. At every 
Stroke our situation grew more serious. The wind 
Was from the south, and therefore favoured us 
° some extent, and also made less of a sea than 
Would have been produced by a wind from any other 
quarter; but then this south wind brought dangers 
: its own, which we were soon to feel —new dangers 
fu Worse ones. For this south wind drove the ship 
ትምክ from us, and, at the same time broke up the 
ቁ. fields of ice and impelled the fractured masses 
ko thward. But this was a danger which we did not 
th Ow just then. At that time we were rowing for 
x ship, and amid the- darkness and the blinding 
ti OW and the dashing waves we heard from time to 

me the report of signal-guns fired from the ship to 
"ide us back. ‘hese were our only guide, for the 
ontkness and the snow had drawn the ship from 
d Sight, and we had to be guided by our hearing 


tal e were rowing for our lives, and we know it; 
E every moment our situation grew more desperate.

di ^Y. We seemed always to be rowing in the wrong 
rection. At each report we had to shift the boat’s 
So Somewhat, and pull toward the last poiut 
Y the gun seemed to sound.

E Nd was increasing rapidly to a gale, the sea 
bii dining and breaking over the boat, the snow was 
ng us with its ever-thickening sleet. ‘he 
inte ess deepened, and at length had grown so 
Use that nothing whatever could be seen - neither 
uor sky, not even the boat itself—yet we dared 
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not stop; we had to row. Our lives depended on our 
efforts. We had to row, guided by the sound of the 
ship's gun, which the ever-varying wind incessantly 
changed till our minds grew all confused, and we 
rowed blindly and mechanically. 

So we laboured for hours at the oars, and the 
storm continually increased, and the sea continually 
rose, while the snow fell thicker and the darkness 
grew intenser. The reports of the gun now grew 
fainter; what was worse, they were heard at longer 
intervals, and this showed us that Captain Bennet 
was losing heart; that he was giving us up; that he 
despaired of finding us, and was now firing ouly an 
occasional gun out of a mournful sense of duty. This 
thought reduced us to despair. It seemed as if all 
our efforts had only served to take us farther away 
from the ship, and deprived us of all motive for row- 
ing any harder than was barely necessary to ke-p the 
boat steady. After a time Agnew dropped his oar 
and began to bale out the boat—a work which was 
needed; for, in spite of our care, she had shipped 
many seas, and was one-third full of water. He 
worked away at this while I managed the boat, and 
then we took turns at baling. In this way we passed 
the dreary night.

Rome; her Majesty the Queen having honoured 
the occasion by sending the Duke of Norfolk to 
present her Royal Jubilee gift in person to his 
Holiness. 

Leo XIII. is the 258th Roman Pontiff. Son of 
Count Ludovico Pecci, he was born at Carpineto, 
in Italy, 1810; educated at the Jesuit College of 
Viterbo; and greatly distinguished himself at 
the School of Collegio Romano. He was con- 
secrated Priest in 1837 by Cardinal Odescalchi ; 
and was sent as Nuncio to Belgium in 1843. He 


was created Cardinal in 1877, and chosen Pope, 
on the death of Pius IX., Feb. 20, 1878. The 
benevolent character of his Holiness is stamped 
on his features. : 

The solemn Jubilee Mass was celebrated by 
the Pope at St. Peter's, Rome, on Sunday morn- 
ing in the presence of forty-eight Cardinals, 238 
Archbishops and Bishops, and a congregation of 
nearly thirty thousand persons. At eight o'clock 
the Pope entered his private chapel, where he 
remained for some time in prayer. Proceeding 
subsequently to the Sala Ducale, his Holiness 
there received the homage of the Cardinals and 
Dishops and the members of the Pontifical Court. 
The Pope then assumed part of the sacerdotal 
vestments, and descended to the Cappella della 
Pietà, where his Holiness, overcome by emotion, 


fainted away, but was immediately restored to 
consciousness by inhaling some strong salts. 
While the vesting of the Pope was being 
proceeded with, the Archbishops and Bishops 
and all the members of the Pontifical Court 
entered St. Peter’s, his Holiness following in 


the gestatorial chair borne on the shoulders of 
the sediari and surrounded by the Cardinals. 
Just before being fully vested for the altar the 
Pope had a second fainting fit of a few minutes’ 
duration. The time occupied by his Holiness in 
celebrating mass was twenty-eight minutes. 
After the celebration the Pope gave the benedic- 
tion, * Urbi et Orbi," and, reascending the 
gestatorial chair, went completely round the 
altar, and thence to the Cappella del Sacramento, 
where he made his thanksgiving. His Holiness 
wore the triple crown which was presented to 
him by the Emperor William.

THE WINDFALLS OF 1887. 
(To the Editor of ** The Penny Illustrated Paper.’’) 
Sm,—During the eventful year which 
closes to-day some thousands of ad- 
vertisements have appeared inquiring 
for heirs-at-law, legatees, missing 
relatives, and friends. Many of these 
notifications are of a very valuable 
kind, and as they often fail to catch 


the eyes of the persons interested, per- 
mit me to give your readers a few 
extracts therefrom. 


Among missing beneficiaries were. 


James Harris, a crossing-sweeper, in- 
terested in the estate of a lady who 
died in 1841; Jacob Herbert, last heard 
of in Pennsylvania; John Crowcher, 
formerly of Yorkshire, who left for 
New Zealand in 1863 ; a person of the 
name of ‘‘ John Jones," who was an 
East India merchant: Eliza Cochrane 
or her children, entitled to £3500; 
William Yeomans, who left England 
for Australia in 1856; Henry Stephens, 
of Bermuda, a legatee under the will of 
Sarah Stephens, of Bengal, who died in 
1832; a teacher; and two persons 
named ** Peter Brown’’ are wanted to 
claim £800 ; one of them is believed to 
have gone to the West Indies and the 
other to America in 1827. 

The next-of-kin were sought of 
Sarah Dickley, of Birmingham, who 
died in 1819 ; G. A. J. Herath, formerly 
of Ceylon, who died in Bavaria ; an in- 
pensioner at Chelsea Hospital, who 
died in 1846; a person who was a 
beadle for upwards of forty years; a 
lunatic ; a churchwarden ; John Coal- 
field, of Brisbane; a banker's clerk, 
who died intestate: a colliery pro- 
prietor, a carpenter, and a professor of 
music. The Treasury Solicitor also 
sought the next-of-kin in some thirty 
“Crown Windfall” cases, the owners 
of these estates having died intestate 
without known heirs. It may here be 
noted that by the recent decision of 
Mr. Justice Chitty in the Heathcote 
case the Crown comes into a '*wind- 
fall" of £200,000 by reason of the 
death of a lunatic in 1884 without 
known next-of-kin. 

Alfred T. Phillips (with more than 
one alias), who left England for Natal 
in 1875, is interested in the estate of 
his father, a hawker; William Brook, 
supposed to have been drowned, or his 
children, are wanted ; also the heirs of 
Euphemia Cheyne, who died in Canada 
in 1838. ፲ከ6 six brothers of a lady 
who died in Baden are entitled to share 
in her estate. Of these six brothers 
two are believed to have died in 
Jamaica, the abode of two more has 
for many years been unknown, and 
two are said to have died in childhood. 
Persons claiming to be entitled to a 
fund standing in the name of Anna 
Sheppard, who is supposed to have died 
in 1741, are only now sought; also 
claimants to the estate of J. H. Morgan, 
the son of a captain in the merchant 
service, who resided in Bristol in 1734. 

The representatives of a pilot, who 
died in 1837, and of persons named in 
the will of Joseph Pratt, who died over 
100 years ago, are wanted; also the 
children of Thomas Leake, who died in 
the island of Cuba, and the residuary 
legatees of a model-maker who died in 
1855. 

Unless Joseph Prunty, who left Ire- 
land for America in 1880, aud Peter J. 
Middlemore, who deserted his ship at 
Tahiti and not since heard of, make 
themseives known within given dates, 
Letters of Administration wil be 
granted to their estates as if they had 
died intestate. Underthe Presumption 
of Life Limitation (Scotland) Act many 
similar applications were made to **up- 
lift and enjoy " the estates of persons 
who had failed to report themselves for 
periods of seven years and upwards. 

I noted many other curious cases, but 
am afraid I have already trespassed on 
your valuable space.
